and ventilation. Tho iunmlcs are obligedto 
batbo onco op.ch weclt, and tho clothing both 
of person and bed are changed with suitable 
frequency. 
Tho dormitories are large, high 


and well aired both by windows and venti_ 
biting shafts,and they are not crowded. The 
laundry is commodious and furnished with 
every modern convenience, and among t.'io 
female prisoners there is ample force to keep 
floors scrubbed and garments washed. 
It is 


extremely doubtful if the majority of the 
prisoners vrcro ever so well supplied with 
piiro air and water when at liberty as they 
arc in coulhicinciit. 


The kitchen and bako house contain every 


facility fcr furnishing clean and wholesome 
meata 
The bread is mado by a hired baker 


and if not so while as some seen on private 
table:;, IK at least as Mvcet, and nourishing. 
Tho soup is boiled in steam heated kilties 
and is drawn from faucets, so that there can 
bo no complaint about ladles. Vegetables 
ore famished and tho entire bill of fare, 
while nut us varied nor as dolicnlo as that of 
a first class hold, is uubstimliul and not un- 
nttractive. 


Tho male prisoners am employed on fbo 


farm in fair weather and in tho basket and 
chair seat shops when the woather iu bad. 
A good part of the farm has already been 
enclosed by a substantial stouo wall ami tho 
prisoners are fed largely from tho farm prod- 
uce. Arrangements htive been loado with a 
chair 
manufactory in 
Gardner, Mass., 


whereby many of tUu prisoners will bu able 
ucnriy cr quite to cnru their board at chair 
Ecating. Tho baskets made at the farm are 
mainly disposed of in this city and help con- 
siderably to mvell the usscls of the institu- 
tion.

THE STA TE FARM. 


Where the state farm is and who are lo- 


cated upon it are facts tolerably familiar to 
all our. readers. What are Us objects and 
what are its means for accomplishing those 
objects may not bo equally known. 


And first in respect to tho department of 


tho Insane. Tho object is the amelioration 
of their condition and tho means arc rational 
methods of treatment. It is tolerably well 
known that with smuo persons restraint 
tends toward the development of violence, 
but it is not generally understood that tho 
violence of tho insane may bo moderated by 
freedom. 
At tho state farm Iho insane aro 


divided into four classes. The seses are kept 
apart and the violent cases are separated 
from the milder cases.

each sex arc domiciled in a one story build- 
ing, tho interior of which consists of one 
dormitory with n keeper's room at each end.

Tho malo and femnlo patients of a more 


violent character aro placed in buildings 
somewhat similar to Ihoso thathavo been 
described, but each individual has a snparalo 
stooping room.

Into ft Lull furnished with seats and adorned 
with flowers, pictures uml Kinging birds. 


Au evening school hits been opened which 


gives Ihu inmates aomohealthful occupation 
for their minds and as it diminishes the 
source of vice will afford tho persons who 
leave the institution some assistance in lead- 
ing improved lives. Divine services avo held 
each Sunday ami about throe evenings each 
week there la au entertainment of readings 
by tie superintendent and singing by lb.j in- 
mates, ono of whom presides at the cabinet 
organ. These entertainments relieve Iho 
monotony of life on tho farm and givu tlic 
prisoners something to thiulr about, 


Mr. Brockway, who is tho general super- 


intendent of tho wholo institution, was for 
several years connected with the manage- 
ment of a prison in Detroit. 
Ho brought 


with him experience, natural adaptation and 
enthusiasm in his work. 
He understands 


fully that the institution i« not only ponal, 
but also reformatory and there in no reason 
to suppose that he will neglect any means 
within his power of improving the u-oral 
condition of the people under hiti charge. 


If the hangman's nooso were nmdo of 


Chinese silk instead of llusrsiau hemp it is 
not likely that it would overcome a convict's 
prejudice against, capital punishment, and if 
a man were deprived of his liberty in the 
Windsor Hotel ho would probably complain 
of In:; accommodations.

pected that the siato farm or any other place 
where people arc restrained will escape the 
criticism of its unwilling guests. 
But there 


is every reason to believe that our state farm 
is at least as freo from iault as any other in- 
stitution of its kind.

but institutions of benevolence and reform. 
Those, people build for themselves and their 
children. These, people build without tho 
slightest wish to get any return for their 
money.
